Panayoti Canellopoulos, Greek 
minister of finance and marine, 
said the cabinet had about decid- 
ed to “inform” the King that a 
regency would be required for 
Greece, now torn by civil war. be- 
tween the present government, 
supported by the British, and the 
ELAS troops of the National Lib- 
eration front.

Salary Raise 
In Non-School 
Scale Soucht

New salary raises for nonschool 
city workers to supplement exist- 
ing war bonus payments and to- 
taling more than $600.000 for 1945 
are beirg sought by the American 
Federetion of State, County and 
Municipal Employes’ Union, Local 
No. 4, and petitions urging council 
to vote the additional hikes are 
being circulated. 

This became known when R. C. 
Witcher. president of the local. 
confirmed reports of the petition, 
eddinc that the blanket $20 
monthly hike, asked as a supple- 
ment to present salary percentage 
bonuses, would equalize salaries 
and benefit employes in the lower 
brackets. 

At the present time employes 
making les« than $250 monthly cet 
an additional 15 per cent war bo- 
nus in their pavchecks. while those 
making more than $250 a month 
get 1214 per cent in war bonuses. 

The new proposal, according to 
B. Graham West, city comptroller, 
would cost the treasury in excess 
of $600,000 for the new year. 

Alderman Ed A Gilliam. finance 
chairman. several weeks ago 
agreed to a proposal to hike pres- 
ent war bonus percentages a 
blanket 5 per cent, and at that 
time it was estimated the added 
cost would be about $225,000 for 
nonschool workers. 

Witcher said employes in the 
lower brackets are now getting 
bonuses about equal to income tax 
reductions. “which means they 
are trying to keep living standards 
up in the face of advancing com- 
— costs.” He added the $20 
monthly hike would do much to 
relieve the tension for lower paid 
workers. 

Mayor Hartsfield has insisted 
that any bonus increase be en- 
tended to school] department work- 
ers along with school employes, 
and it was estimated that a new 
5 per cent bonus, which has the 
tentative supvort of Gilliam and 
other administrative leaders, 
would cost the school division 
about 8200.000 for next year. 

If. however, a $20 blanket is 
Sen for school employes in line 
vith the demands of the em- 
ploves’ union, the schools will be 
forred to provide nearly $400,000 
ir-*-od of $200,000 for 1945. 

The salary issue will go to the 
1945 cjty finance committee, but 
administration leaders yesterday 
exnrecsed doubt that either the 
municipal or the city treasuries 
could stand the new demands.

Russian Troops 


Weld Fiery Arc 
Around Kassa 


LONDON, Dec. 19.—(#)—The 


Red Army threw a fiery siege arc 
around the Czechoslovak com- 
munications hub of Kassa today, 
pressing within nine miles of that 
hinge position of the German de- 
fenses and cutting the highway 
and railroad to the southeast in a 
day of general advances on a 
front of more than 80 miles in 
southern Slovakia and northern 
Hungary. 

In gains of as much as eight 
miles from previously announced 
positions, the Russians crossed in- 
to Slovakia at many new points, 
it was disclosed in the Soviet com- 
munique broadcast from -Moscow 
tonight. 

Pressing through thick forests 
in rugged mountainous country, 
the Russians captured 24 Slovak 
towns northeast, east, southeast, 
south and southwest of Kassa. 

Closest announced approaches 
to the city were at Davidov, 18 
miles northeast; Dargov and Ker- 
estur, 13 miles east and southeast; 
Senya, nine miles south; and 
Perin, 11 miles southwest. 

Twenty miles southwest of 
Kassa the Russians thrust across 
the Hungarian border and took 
the railway station of Turnava 
and the adjacent highway town of 
Turna, cutting that chance of es- 
cape for the Germans in Kassa 
and leaving them only the im- 
perilled mountain routes north 
and northwest, along which Slo- 
vak Partisans are operating.

Usual Routine 
At White House 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—(4)— 
President . Roosevelt came back 
from a southern vacation today 
and put the White House again 
on a business-as-usual basis. 


Rested by a three-week visit 
to Warm Springs, Ga., the Presi- 
dent began tussling immediately 
with problems that had piled up 
during his absence. Senate oppo- 
sition to his nominations for six 
top positions in the State Depart- 
ment commanded his attention 
first. 

But he left for later considera- 
tion the touchy issues of inter- 
national diplomacy and Allied re- 
lations, along with the routine 
chores incident to ending one con- 
gressional session and getting an- 
other under way. 

Not since the war began had 
Mr. Roosevelt made such a lengthy 
visit to the Warm Springs Foun- 
dation. 


When the weather was too cold 
for outdoor activities, he worked 
inside, keeping abreast of the 
odds and ends of White House 
business that follow him wherever 
he goes.

A few miles south of there, an- 
other group of tank destroyers 
knocked out three of five German 
tanks that they engaged in a furi- 
ous three-hour fight. 


The German infantry suffered 
heavy losses today for the first 
time since the offensive started. 
PUSHING DAYS 

“The pushing days for those 
krauts are finished around this 
sector. If there is any pushing 
to be done, we will do it,” de 
clared Maj. Albert H. Smith, of 
Baltimore. 

American losses also have been 
heavy, as shown by crowded aid 
stations. Many men are being 
picked up after hiding in the 
woods behind the German lines 
two or three days. 

At one station Sgt. Ronald 
Johnson, of Creekside, Pa., had 
just helped two wounded men 
from behind the German lines. 

Caked with mud and weaving 
on his feet from lack of sleep, he 
said, “when the attack started, 
artillery hit our company com- 
mand post, killing everyone but 
another fellow and myself. The 
Germans took us prisoner but 
some of our boys counterattacked 
and we escaped into the woods. 

“We made our way back to our 
unit—or what's left of it—and the 
boys dug in again when we were 
attacked by big German tanks.

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Mr. Stettinius Handles a Hot One 


Secretary of State Stettinius continues 
to fill his new post exceedingly well 
although he has had, to date, as hot a 
baptism under fire as did ever a cabinet 
fledgling. . 


His statement on the Russo-Britain par- 


tition of Poland was a masterful handling 
of what, to put it conservatively, was an 
exceedingly difficult situation. Offhand, 
it would seem to preserve the harmony of 
the big three. Yet undeniably it served 
notice that this nation has no intention of 
letting the smaller nations and the little 
peoples down. ; 


This nation’s policy on postwar Poland, 
declared Stettinius, contemplates: 


1.“A strong, free and independent 
Polish state with the untrammelled right 
of the Polisn people to order their internal 
existence as they see fit.” 


2. That the settlement of boundary 
disputes shall not be tak2n up until the 
end of the war. 


3. That the United States shall aid in 
the transfer of national groups if invited 
by Poland; that, while the U. S. will not 
guarantee specific frontiers, it will seek to 
“preserve general security”; that, congress 
willing, the U. S. will aid in the restora- 
tion of war-devastated nations. 


Mr. Stettinius’ latest manifesto should 
define our position on the Polish-Russian 
dispute to Prime Minister Churchill's satis- 
faction. Simultaneously, it will serve to 
reassure the Polish people that—while we 
cannot guarantee the territorial integrity 
of Poland as it existed in prewar years— 
we have every intention of guarding their 
national interests otherwise. 


Secretary Stettinius, as aforesaid, con- 
tinues to acquit himself well. 


But the fact that such issues continue 


to arise—and that the Greek crisis con- 


tinues undiminished — underscores the 
need for an early meeting of Roosevelt, 
Churchill and Stalin to thresh out overall 
United Nations’ policy. 


The Right To Criticize Inherent in Democracy 


We are convinced that the right to com- 
ment editorially on the action of a court 
is just as much a prerogative of a free 
press as is the right to comment editorially 
on actions of the legislative or judicial 
branch of the government. 


While there conceivably may exist in- 
stances where continuing and carping 
hypercriticism of the judiciary constitutes 
libel or contempt and legal restraint is 
thus indicated, such incidents are few and 
far between. And, almost without excep- 
tion, such contempt stems from rabid per- 
sonal mouthpieces and not from estab- 
lished, legitimate newspapers. 


Such an established, legitimate news- 
»aper—and a good and respected one, too 
—is The Miami Herald which on Monday 
was fined $1,250 by two circuit judges who 
ruled that two critical editorials and an

other cotton-producing, low-cost nations, 


Indeed, the flight is already on. Between 1913 and 1939, cotton 
spindles increased 3,000,000 in the world but decreased 7,000,000 
in the United States. 


The trend will be stepped up in peacetime when equipment be- 
comes available to foreign countries. | 


What this means to the southeast is of so much importance as 
to make one fearful of the future which, but for cotton, looks so 
full of promise. 


The leadership is not promising. ' 


Reading the more complete reports on the recent hearings be- 
fore the house committee on the future of King Cotton, one detects 
the obvious fact that the farm bloc lobbyists, as might have been 
suspected, were playing footie with the textile industry lobbyists. 


There was, for instance, the insistence by the lobbyists on one 

hand: that the price of cotton be allowed to find its level on the 
world market, but that the industry be protected by high tariffs 
on each competing fiber. The farm bloc lobbyists were insistent 
on keeping up the price of cotton but against a. tariff to protect 
the industry. 


This is so obvious a deal that one cannot avoid seeing it for what

Indeed, the more one examines the statement of Will Clayton, 
made before the senate committee investigating him as an ap- 
pointee to the State Department, the more one is convinced he 
spoke, with harsh realism, but with truth. 


He said simply that cotton should be allowed to sell for what 
it will bring and that this would force about h&lf the farmers in 


the southeast out of cotton growing. 
: Cotton, long sick, faces a dreary postwar period. 
Long Sick It suffers from an old disease, overproduction at 
home and abroad ... with costly financial injections to keep the 
patient going. The treatment has made the patient worse. 


Cotton sells on the world market for about six cents a pound 
under our subsidized price. As a consequence, rayon yarn is now 
as cheap as cotton. After the war it will be cheaper. Many textile 
companies, including tire manufacturing companies, weary of deal- 
ing with cotton, have converted their own cord plants to rayon. 
At least two of the largest textile mills in the United States have 
turned to rayon. Others may be driven, in self-defense, to rayon. 
If, as may happen, there develops the tie-up between manufacture 
of rayon and spinning of rayon yarn, cotton will really be on the run. 


The export market is no better. We have had to sell surplus 
cotton on the export market. In order to compensate the producers 
of export cotton, we have had to pay them the difference between 
the high domestic price and the lower world price. 


Export subsidies are economic warfare. The London Times, in 
noting this export subsidy on cotton, pointed out the danger of 
retaliation by all cotton countries and the harsh fact that this sort 
of thing spreads. 

The incongruous fact is that there is not too much cotton. There 
is not enough cotton. The Dallas News, in the leading cotton 
state, says, “Cotton can survive only as it meets competition at a 

rice consistent with its utility.” That means that if cotton could 

sold cheap enough it would be used for many items now going 
to other fabrics and fibers. 

The answer seems to be that about half the southeastern states 
cotton growers would be forced out of business. Other growers can 
keep right on with cotton because they can grow it at a low cost. 

How are we going to plan for the 50 per cent? How many 
bankers, businessmen, newspapers and public officials to whom the 
people who pay the cotton costs, are planning for what seems 
inevitable? 

The proposal is this: Instead of supporting the price, instead 
of supplying a crutch which does not cure the disease, let’s use 
the money to change high-cost, “marginal” cotton farms over to 
other agriculture. ° 

Cotton subsidies cost this country possibly $300,000,000 a year. 
What about putting that much to work developing other crops?

When Christmas Gifts 
Can't Arrive in Time 

When American boys of Army and Navy go 

5 de overseas so close to Christmastime there is no 

; chance to notify their home folks of their new 
A. P. O. or Navy address, it is unavoidable that those boys can 
get no packages from home in time for the holiday. 

That was the situation of a unit including Pfc. Robert Zahner, 
of Atlanta, on Christmas, 1943. Oh, the gang got their Christmas 
gifts eventually, along the latter part of January, but they knew 
they couldn’t get any for Christmas Day. There are others, this 
Christmas of 1944, in like circumstance. Robert Zahner is a sergeant 
now, but last Christmas he was a Pfc., newly arrived “Somewhere 
in England,” with no possibility of contact from home until long 
after Christmas done. ä 

He wrote letter, on Christmas Eve, 1943, to his family here at 
their home in Highlands, N. C. It was the boy’s first Christmas 
away from home. His comrades, the boys in the same “hut” in 
England, were all in the same situation. Thinking the letter may 
not only help families of some other boys so far from home this 
Christmas, but that it may also illustrate somewhat why we here 
at home should count no sacrifice too great that can aid in ending 


the war and bringing them home before Christmas, 1945, here are 
some portions of that letter: 


an 2 „% Dear Everyone: Christmas Eve to- 
Thinking Too Much night. ... We are thinking too much, 
I'm afraid, of home. 


Fourteen of us in this dugout, all huddled 
around the central stove. 

“Pfc. Red Kidd, of Alexandria, Va., is strumming on his guitar. 
S. Sgt. Max Ravert, Kansas, is giving out with the bass vocal. Sgt. 
Warren Vernier, Michigan, is harmonizing. Pfc. Red Zetterburg, 
California, humming on his comb. Sgt. Bill Shorty Warnock, Ohio, 
is writing like myself, stopping now and then to join in on ‘You 
Are My Sunshine,’ or ‘Silent Night.’ Pvt. Tag Tartaglione, Bronx, 
N. V., is just generally horsing around as usual. Pfc. Slim Glenn, 
Texas, and Cpl. Eckler, Illinois, are adding to the singing. S. Sgt. 
Robbie Robinette, Chicago, is also Writing. Cpl. Sam Fant, Spar- 
tanburg, S. C., is huddled in his long-handle underwear with only 
an overcoat over it, halfway reading and halfway singing. 8 Sgt. 
Joe Zozlowski, Bronx, N. Y., is lying on his bunk just thinking— 
of home, no doubt. Cpl, Sol Stern, New York, is trying to start a 
crap game, as usual, with no success, also as usual.

quiet and moody, so Red strums out ‘Red River 
Valley” to put us back in the spirit. Robbie is thinking too much 
about that picture of his gal up on the shelf and, believe me,

With ‘She'll Be 
Comin’ Round the Mountain’—it takes me back to good old barn 
dances at Highlands—Ek and Red jump up and give out with a 
stomp all their own.

“We have all hung our socks just for the hell of it, though we 
know all Santa will leave us is some more cold, wet weather. But 
we are 100 per cent counting on that turkey dinner in the squadron 
mess tomorrow... . 

“Ek suggests ‘I Want to Sleep So I Can Dream’ and that doesn’t 
help thinking any, especially with ‘White Christmas’ right on top 
of it. So Tag breaks the tension with a hot verse of Turkey in 
the Straw.’ So it goes, far into the night. I have no doubt we 
will be huddled here for many more hours, unless Tag starts a free- 
for-all, as every night. You. have no idea how horseplay helps 
us all.

Warren Speaks Out 
Against Joker“ 


WASHINGTON. —One 


prominent government 


official has spoken out bluntly and plainly against 

: a “joker” put through congress which would per- 

mit war agencies’ employes who handled war contracts—and conse- 
quently have the benefit of inside knowledge and contacts—to go out 
after they leave the government and represent claimants against the 


government. 

This is Comptroller General 
Lindsay Warren, one-time house 
leader, who is the agent for con- 
gress as head of the general ac- 
counting office delegated to check 
expenditures of government 
partments. 

He expressed his »pposition and 
concern in a letter last May to Rep. 
Sumners, Democrat, Texas, chair- 
man of the house judiciary com- 
mittee, in reference to a provision 
slipped into the 1943 revenue act. 
That specifically exempted em- 
ployes of a number of depart- 
ments and agencies from the ban 
in the existing law, enacted. in 
1872, against any government em- 
ploye prosecuting a claim against 
the United States until two years 
after leaving government service. 
The revenue act provision made 
one exception, that such former 
employes could not act for two 
years in matters which they per- 
sonally had handled, but otherwise 
would have free rein, promptly 
upon leaving the government. 

Mr. Warren advocated repeal of 
this revenue act provision and sub- 
stitution of a bill of representative 
Satterfield, Democrat, Virginia, 
which would forbid employes of 

vernment agencies or Army and 

avy officers from accepting com- 
2 within two years after 
ving the government, in “prose- 
cution of claims against the United 
States arising out of any contracts 
or agreements tor the procurement 
of supplies, materials, construction 
work, or services for the Army, 
the Navy, or any other agency of 
the government which were pend- 
— or entered into while the said 
icer or employe was associated 
therewith. 

The Satterfield bill was adopt- 
ed in house and senate as an 
amendment to the 1944 war con- 
tract settlement act, but was 
changed in conference later so that 
employes of any agency ‘still could 
go out and prosecute claims im - 
mediately upon leaving the gov- 
ernment, except for those they 
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handled directly, in which case 
they. must wait two years. 

Speaking of the earlier revenue 
act exemption, which has been 
superseded by that in the con- 
tract settlement act, Mr. Warren 
pointed out that the departments 
and agencies named “are the prin- 
cipal purchasers of materials and 
supplies for war purposes—already 
costing billions of dollars.” He 
added, “I am firmly of the opinion 
that the said law results in the 
removal of a restriction in a class 
of cases where control is most vi- 
tally needed. 

“It is believed that great abuses 
can result by permitting former 


officers and employes of the gov-|in 


ernment—fortified with informa- 
tion and knowledge gained as a 
result of their service with. the 
government—to become the agents 
and attorneys for those who ma 
have claims against it, 


“Aside from the fact that, in 


some instances, certain individuals 
might be instrumental in reviving 
claims which otherwise would lie 
dormant, it is felt that such a prac- 
tice generally is as morally and 
ethically wrong as it would be for 
an attorney for one client to be- 
come the attorney for his former 
client’s adversary, or for a judge 
to become counsel in the case in 
which he had presided.” 

He explained that after the last 
war “there mushroomed into ex- 
istence a great number of private 
organizations holding themselves 
out as able to offer special facili- 
ties in the adjustment of contracts, 
and representing or implying in 
many instances that their services 
were of particular value by reason 
of a former connection of persons 
in these organizations with the 
government and intimating that 
their services were indispensable 
to the contractors in order to se- 
cure a satisfactory settlement.” 

That practice became so bad 
that congress finally passed a law 
substantially identical to the Sat- 
terfield bill. 

“Since,” he said, “the number 
of government supply contracts 
during World War I, and the 
amounts involved, were rather in- 


significant compared to the num- 


ber and amounts of the financial 
obligations incurred by the govern- 
ment during the present conflict, 
it would appear evident. that the

Unfair? 


- NEW YORK — By a strange 
route which I cannot pretend to 
follow, a number of interesting in - 
dividuals over there on the left 
have arrived at the conclusion that 


the boycott is unfair, un-American 
and, in round numbers, evil, if it 
is employed by their political and 
ideological opponents against ac- 
tors, writers and radio entertain- 
ers who took part in the recent 
ne ae on the side of the New 
al, 


That it is either unfair or un- 
American I deny. It has long 
been used as a weapon by the very 

ple who now object most ve- 
emently and, of course, we all 


know that not all things Ameri- | 


can are necessarily nice. A meth- 
od or practice may be many de- 
grees off the beam of righteous- 
ness and still be, unfortunately, 
American. Bigotry for — — 
is deplorable, but nevertheless 
erican as recurrent waves in 
our history show. 

That the boycott, carried to its 
logical conclusion, is dangerous I 
do not deny, however, and I would 
like to say that I was being more 
ironic than serious when I gently 
touched upon the possibilities of 
a boycott. My purpose was to 
point out that our supreme court 
and Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt have 
indorsed this dangerous weapon 
and I hoped I made it clear that 
I was not indorsing their indorse- 
— but warning of its possibili- 

es. 


Our supreme court indorsed it 
in two Frankfurter opinions which 
held that it was legitimate for 
unions not only to boycott the mer- 
chandise of innocent, law abiding, 
taxpaying citizens who are enti- 
tled to the protection of their gov- 
ernment but to do so for illegiti- 
mate purposes and by false and 
malicious propaganda. 

I do not understand Frankfurter 
at all and I insist that his repu- 
tation as a liberal and valuable 
citizen is underserved. 1 think 
we are the worse off for his serv- 
ice and influence among us be- 
cause in his most conspicuous mo- 
ments I have been unable to find 
him on the side of law and or- 
der which is the side for a jus- 
tice of the supreme court. In the 
historic Bisbee deportation case he 
ignored the imminent peril of 
armed revolution in an American 
community and condemned the 
Americans who beat the revolu- 
tionists to it by rounding them up 
and shipping them off into New 
Mexico. Had they not done this 
there might have been a terrible 
battle in which innocent Ameri- 
cans, residents of the town and 
countryside, and including women 
and children, would have fallen. 
In fact that is what the jury did 
decide in acquitting the defendant 
the test case. 


Twice more, in the so-called car- 
penters’ case and the so-called 
cafeteria case, we found Frankfur- 
ter deciding in favor of unions 
which admittedly lied against un- 
ram wane. r with 5 — to 
estroy them ey persisted in 
their refusal to yield to unfair de- 
mands. In each case, the boycott 
was a ae and the supreme 
court gave it a resounding cheer. 

Mrs. Roosevelt's indorsement 
was not a matter of mere words. 
She acted out her boycott in re- 
fusing to enter a theater which 
was being picketed in the-interests 
of a rank, reeking racket without 
even considering the facts and 
merits of the dispute. | 


Now there are many other pre- 
cedents and horrible examples, but 
these will do to justify counter- 
boycotts which could produce 
some terrible results in our coun- 
try. For example, if all the citi- 
zens who voted Republican in the 
last election were to organize to 
boycott all the movies and plays 
in which Communist and other 
New Deal actors, writers, and pro- 
ducers were implicated and all 
merchandise advertised on the air 
by similar characters, we would 
be divided into two big mutually 
hateful families of Hatfields and 
McCoys. 


Nevertheless, if you extend the 
reasoning of Frankfurter and Mrs. 
Roosevelt, that is where you find 
yourself and it is not up to me 
to say whether that is where they 
would like to find us. If it isn’t, 
they are being reckless in point- 
ing that way as though some beau- 
tiful promised land lay down the 
rough road, . 


In practice, boycotts usually are 
ineffective unless they are en- 
forced by law. 


One of the few hilarious mo-

against a famous line of alcoholic 
beverages . y meg owners; refused 
to violate n contracts and 
withdraw their advertising from a 
paper which the guild had struck 
by a vote of a tiny minority of 
the whole number of workers. The 
advertiser tried to reasoh with the 
Communists, which was a waste 
of effort, by pointing out that he 
would be violating the — 
of the free press if he used his 
box-office power in this manner. 
If he could legitimately use it for 
this purpose then, with equal right 
and justice, he eould use it to 
make the editor comply with his 
tical beliefs. Then the adver- 
rs would, indeed, control the 
press. 

The boycott and the strike both 
failed but the humor of the boy- 
cott lay in the fact that the tw 
prime agitators in the strife were 
notorious moochers who never 
a a and were always 
on even at hotels and un- 
night clubs and would 
never refuse a free drink, boycott 
or no. 


Generally, boycotts flop even 
when declared by unions use 
the members find it inconvenient 
and expensive to comply. Of 
course if a mob pickets a store 
or spies are known to be planted 
there. to report union members 
who enter, the thing is effective 
for just that long. 


I suggest that the objections to 
the boycott as a mass weapon and 
discussions of the dangers involv- 
ed be addressed to Frankfurter 
and Mrs. R. They have been real- 
ly serious about it. They mean 
it. I was only pointing out some-

“What do you think about per- 
. gnitting children to see the horror 
pictures shown in the movies?” 
she asked at a state teacher's con- 
vention I recently ad 

“Some of the war pictures and 
other murder mysteries are s0 
blood-curdling that they give me 
the cold shivers. 

Don't you think they are down- 
right dangerous in their influence 
on the developing minds of young- 
sters?” 


It is difficult to answer this 
query with e simple “Yes” or 
“No.” for many factors are in- 
volved. 

Is the injurious effect of horror 
pictures to be considered in terms 
of the temporary * in 
blood pressure and pu rate 
while the child is 32 with 

mingled fear and fascination? 

Or does the brutality of some of 
the war pictures encourage a ten- 
dency to brutality in our children? 
Or may it not cause revulsion and 
a further hatred of war? 

Are murder mysteries on the 
radio or the movie screen going to 
make a child afraid of the dark 
and therefore cause him to scream 
—— -. 
alone, in his own bedroom? 

There is a natural tendency on 
the part of cultured parents to 
try to shield their children from 
the world. 

We know, for example, that 
there is no inborn fear of the dark 
but that such fears sprout as a 
result of stimulating the youngster 
at bédtime with ghost stories or 
murder mysteries. 

So intelligent parents try to shut 
off the child's exposure to the lat- 
ter, especially just before he re- 
tires. 

Unfortunately, we cannot do 
this completely, just as we cannot 
insulate a child from sexual tales 
and misinformation. 

In the long run, therefore, it 
is probably wiser for us to take 
a middie-of-the-road course. 

Eliminate the murder mysteries 
on the radio just at bedtime. Re- 
assure the child with moral stories 
from the Bible. Give him bed- 
fellows, such as wooly toys in the 
form of teddy bears, monkeys, or 
dolls. 

He tends to regard these as 
baving human traits, so they are 
very comforting to the youngster 
after the lights are out and he is 
alone. 

Children enjoy the war pictures 
end murder mysteries, for there 
is usually great dramatic or sus- 
= value in the latter. 

If you let them have a public 


“testimonial meeting,” so to speak, | rela 
as Danny and George demonstrat - 
ed in yesterday’s Case Record, 
then they realize that other chil- 
dren are equally frightened. 


This very realization helps re- 
assure your children. Adults also 
grow frightened at times, but we 
have usually learned how to talk 
ourselves out of our fears. 

Since life’s situations will throw 
our children into many fear situa- 
tions, we should let them get some- 
what vaccinated to the latter so 
they will know how to conduct 
peer ot when they encounter 
ear. 

My children go to the movies 
once a week, and the more scary 
the more they felish them. I off. 
set any moral disadvantages by 
Sunday school training and home 
instructions.
